Ballantyne, minister of naval service,

policy. He intimated—-in this par- 
tically repeating his statement of 
some weeks ago—that no decision on 
permanent naval policy would be 
reached till after the imperial con- 
ference in 1921. But supplementary 
estimates were be brought down 
this session for $2,200,000. These, 
including estimates now before the 
House, would bring naval expendi- 
tures this year to $2,500,000. He gave 
details of the cruiser, two destroyers 
and two submarines which are the 
wift to Canada of the imperial govern- 
ment and in passing, cited an im 
portant and = hitherto unpublished 
memorandum presented by overseas 
premiers to The British admiralty. 

The memorandum—of wiich no 
dgubt much will be heard later—was 
prepared at a corfference of the Do- 
minion premiers, in the Savoy hotel, 
London, in August 1918 The Do- 
minion premiers, had previously had 
under consideration an admiralty 
memorandum on the naval defence 
of the empire circulated to the im- 
perial war conference. 


Points Laid Stress On, 

In their memorandum presented to 
the admiralty in reply, the Dominion 
premiers laid stresg on these points: 

(1) ‘ne preposals set fourth in 
the admiralty memorandum for «a 
single navy at all times under a cen- 
tre! neval authority are not consid- 
ered practicable,

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The World Issue In 
The U. 8. Elections. 


Senator Harding is the Republi- 
ean choice for the presidency of 
the United States, which the dele- 
gates seem to have been convinced 
means that he is to bo the next 
chief executive of the United 
States, That they would win, 
whoever they selected as leader, 
and whoever the Democrats may 
select, appears to have gone at the 


convention as one of the things to 
be taken for granted. 

For the Republicans did not 
gather in the notion that they had 
to find a ‘‘Moses”’ to lead them 
out of the wilderness. Rather with 
a buoyant assurance that they are 
going to march out anyway, and 
that the only point to be settled 
was who should have the honor of 
carrymg the flag. President Wil- 
son, the delegates seemed to think, 
had indicated the road with all 
necessary clearness, and all they 
had to do was take the opposite 
direction. 

That the winner in the nomina- 
tion run was a ‘‘dark horse’’ does 
not therefore prejudice the Re- 
publican chances to the same ex- 
tent as though the party was with- 
out a defined policy, was. suffer- 
ing from loss of enthusiasm and 
general debility, and had to have 
a leader who could both show the 
way and inspire his followers. It 
is clearly a case of the party carry- 
ing the man along rather than be- 
ing dragged along by him; but 
the party seems sure that it has 
momentum enough for the job. 

In other countries the selection 
of a comparative ‘‘unknown’’ as 
a party leader on the eve of elec- 
tion is usually the result of weak- 
ness and the ptelude to defeat. 
U. S. polities, however, have tra- 
ditions of their own in that re- 
spect; and Senator Harding was 
not chosen as the leader of a for- 
lorn hope that nobody else want- 
ed to head. Even William Jen- 
nings Bryan, whose special busi- 
ness in life is to keep the Demo- 
crats out of the Slough of De- 
spond, would not likely deny that 
there is actually a fair chance that 
the Republicans may win. 

World conditions in these pe- 
culiar times give outsiders the 
right to feel a more than usual in- 
terest in the coming Presidential 
contest. For the main issue in 
that contest is to be the League 
of Nations. By the covenant the 
Democrats are to stand or fall, 
if Mr. Wilson has his way, and his 
influence is likely to go 
shaping the party policy at San 
Francisco. In any event the party

In epeaking of the eacrifice made 
by the farmer's wife “putting up" 
with the teacher in her hoine, is she 
not getting paid for it? Whereas on 
the other hand, the sacrifices made 
by the teacher are not paid for; giv- 
{ing up her parental home usually in 
the city, together with her social eet 
and its activities, and her friends and 
going to a place in the country where, 
except in isolated cases she has to 
“rough it.” 

Just a word about the laundry; 
which appears to be a matter of much | 
importance to some, Occasionally I 
beHeve, a young teacher boards in a! 
home where the woman is motherly 
enough to do the teacher's washing, 
the same as the other members of 
the household, without any question, 
but in nearly all cases the teacher 
either does her own washing or ar- 
ranges for it to be done, paying for 
same or assisting with the family 
froning. 

We hear social retormers every- 
where, telling us how inadequate tha! 
rural education has been all along, 
and how the young reople who are) 
qualified to teach should not shirk 
their duty. I might say that any 
young girl aspiring tu the profession, 
might easily get disheartened, if ehe 
knew the spirit which some teachers 
are “up against’? such us the one 
snown in the letter written by a “far- 
mer’s wife.” 

S80 many rural women aay they 
wouldn't be bothered with the teacher 
They have various reasons no doubt, 
but it ie something that should be 
looked at from a _ business stand- 
point—pay for what you receive and 
give what you are being paid for. 
Apart from the business. there is the 
social side, which is seldom one hun- 
dred per cent. Lack of co-operation 
and severe criticism on the part of 
the farmer's wife, making it unplea- 
sant for all. he 

This spirit is quite common I be- 
Neve in rural places, and if it - 
comes very marked, I do not hesitate 
to predict that many districts will 
find themselves without a_ teacher. 
The country people will be the losers, 
not the teachers, There are too many 
other branches of business and pro-

Section 141 of the Dominion Lande

People Would Ratify 

“I venture to express this thought,” 
said Mr. Gompers, “that if the ques- 
tion were submitted to the people of 
tae United States to ratify or defeat 
the covenant of the league of nations, 
|} without any other entangling question 
with it, the people of our country 
would, by an overwhelming vote, say 
that it desires the league of nations, 
Tf a questions of this character is 
brought into a campaign with declar- 
ations of all the political parties and 
all the problems of an internal char- 
acter, and ‘with the personality of 
candidates, the whole question of the 
league of nations may be submerged.” 

Referring to the federation’s politi- 
cal program, Mr. Gompers urged that 
jall organized workers give their 
‘moral support” to the demands that 
| labor makeg for just recognition of 
|thelr rights ang the rewards of life to 
which they are ightfully entitled. 
| An appeal fo international co-pper- 
ation and good-will between the 
workers of Canada and the United 
'States was made by N. W. Rowell, 
president of the privy council.

Organized labor, he added, should

ANOTHER MONTH 
TO TIDE FRANGE 
OVER THE GRISIG 


|Good Growing Weather Will As- 
sure Ample Grain Supply 
There 


Paris, June 14—Another month of 
good growing weather with favorable 
harvesting conditions will be worth 
between 3,000,000,000 and 4,000,000,- 
000 francs to France, in the opinion 
of agricultural] experts. 

“It is impossiblo to tell what will 
happen in the next few weeks,” says 
a high official of the ministry of agri- 
culture Monday, ‘but if the crops 
meet with no disaster, France will buy 
but little wheat abroad next year, 
providing that conditions keep as 
favorable as now. She may not buy 
any. This means a minimum economy 
of two and a half billion francs, 
which may reach nearly four billion 
francs.” 

In 1919, a poor year, France raised 
103,000,000 bushels of wheat, and had 
{to buy 106,000,000 bushels abroad. 
|This year .s declared to be the best 
in the memory of farmers for all 
|crops with 800,000 acres more seeded 
than last year. The crop is estimated 
by experts to be at least 50 per cent. 
better, bringing the yield to 260,000,- 
000 bushels. 

Exercising Economy * 

Reasonable restrictions, with a 
‘mixture of rye and cornmeal, will 
|further eke out the food supply, in 
‘the opinion of the revictualling de- 
|partment, so that France may Virtual-

breadstuffs for the year beginning 
next August; last year it cost 3,867,-

Along Similar Lines 

It was thoroughly recognized, the 
memorandum continued, that types of 
construction, armanent and equip- 
ment, methods and principles of 
training and administration and or-

been followed in those domipions| 


which had established naval forces. 

For tbis purpose, the Dominion 
welcome visits from highly quatified 
representatives of the admiralty. to 
advise On naval questions,
